which were big enough to let in his 
empty Paws, will not "Jet chem out a- 
gain when they are full; he ſtruggles, 
hurts his Paws, cries, | runs and carries 
about the two Shells, beating them a- 
gainſt the Earth and Trees to get them 


off ; but will never quit his Prize to ſet 


himſelf at liberty. His Purſuer ſeeing 
him in the Trap, runs to him: in vain 
the Creature ſtrives to aſcend the Tree, 
his uſual Retreat; he cannot graſp it 
with his Paws thus confined, and ſo ſa- 
daun his Liberty to his Covetouſneſs.

Menippus, rerhibly ſur· 
prized at this Adventure, thanked Apot- 
lonius for having ſaved his Life, but ne- 
ver durſt venture on the like Intrigue af- 


te rwards.

The Sight thereof gave ſo muchConcern to 
the beautiful Princeſs, that ſhe attempted 
to deſtroy herſelf with a ſilver Bodkin that 
faſten'd her. curling Hair; but a ſudden 
Shower of Rain extingwſh'd the Flames, 
and put a ſtop to her intended Violence; 
after which, to avoid the King's Rage, 
ſhe retir'd from thence, and did Penance. 
in a Cave adjacent to an inacceſſible 
Mountain. But avengeful Heaven pu- 
niſh'd the impious King, by afflicting him 
with a Leproſy, which gave him ſuch uns 
ſufterable Torments, that his natural Reſt 
had quite abandon'd him. This being 
reveal'd to Canina, ſhe, out of her in- 
nate Charity and Goodneſs, quitted hep 
Solitude to relieve her Father.

A moſt beautiful Lady of an illuſtrious 
Family (whoſe Name was Neome) was born 
in Cuehi, a City of China; who, havin 
made a Vow of Chaſtity to Heaven in 
her Years of Maturity, upon her Father's 
requeſting her to marry a Gentleman of 
| his choice, made her eſcape to a little 
Iſland over-againſt Ingea, and there liv'd 
a pious and miraculous Life. The Chineſe 
give us an Account of a very particular

ed Voyage. At which ſhe reply'd, If 
he wou'd make a compleat Conqueſt, he 
ſhou'd take her with him, thoſe he was 
to fight againſt being provided with 
Numbers of Magicians that wou'd other- 
wiſe baffle all his -Enterprizes : there- 
upon they receiv'd her into the Ship with 
Shouts of Joy, weigh'd Anchor, and 
ſoon arriv'd on the Enemy's Coaſt. 


As ſoon as the Chineſe Fleet appeared, 
the Magicians had recourfe to their 
Charms, and threw a Quantity of Oil 
in the Sea, which caus'd different Illu- 
ſions to appear before the Eyes of the 
Chineſe, and made their Ships ſeem to be 
in a conſuming Fire.

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rendip was making all poſſible haſte with 
_ a conſiderable Number of Attendants, to 
conſummate the Marriage with the beau- 
tiful Princeſs, and head the King of 
Numidia s Army. He ſoon arrived there, 
.and was married with the greateſt Pom 
and Solemnity, to the thorough Satiſ- 
faction of. the Princeſs, and the univerſal 
Joy of all the Nobility. This News 
made the Prince Arcas the more enraged, 
who gave immediate Orders that his 
Troops ſhould enter the Field, being re- 
ſolved to march directly to the Frontiers 
of Numidia, and enter the Country, with 
intent to give the firſt Attack. The | 
King of Numidia, and the Prince his 
Son, having notice of their March, en- 
camped in an advantageous Ground in 
order to oppoſe their Deſigns. Their 
Army was compoſed of Fifty 'Thouſand 
_eourageous Veterans; that of Prince Ar- 
cas had the advantage of Twenty 'Thou- 
ſand Men, but moſt of them new raiſed 
Troops, unacquainted with the Diſci- 
pline of War. The King at their ap- 
. proach gave orders to decamp, and 
marched within four Leagues of the 
Enemy, where he was obliged to ſtay 
for ſome time to refreſh his Army, who 
had a long March. The Camp was in a 
very pleaſant Situation; on one deer

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there was a fine rapid River, and on the 
other Side a great Foreſt, whoſe lofty 
Trees ſeemed to out-top the, Clouds. 
The Prince of Sarendip being in a muſing 
ſolitary Humour, retired himſelf from 
the Camp to make ſome Obſervations of 
the Forelt, where he had no ſooner en- 
tered, but he heard a Voice cry out for 
ſpeedy help; and riding towards the 
lace from whence the Noiſe came, ſaw 
a poor Soldier that went thither to cut 
Wood almoſt breathleſs, running round 
a Tree to fave himſelf from a. furious 
Tyger that was going to devour him. 
The Prince, being prompted with a 
noble Courage and magnanimous Spirit, 
drew his Sword to relieve the Soldier, 
whoſe Death was inevitable without 
ſpeedy help, and ruſhing upon the 
Monſter, attacked him with matchleſs 
Valour. The fierce Beaſt avoided the 
firſt Blows with that Activity which is 
natural to them; but finding himſelf - 
cloſely purſued, made at the Prince with

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Tun King of Numidia having re- 
freſhed his Troops, was giving orders 
to decamp and march towards the Ene- 
WR my, when his-advanc'd Guards gave him 
Wo notice that the Prince's Army was ad- 
= vancing, and that their Horſe began to 
appear; whereupon he order d his Army 
to be drawn up in Line of Battle, which 
he headed with the Prince his Son. Some 
Spies informing the King that it was only 
a Detachment of a 'Thouſand Horſe that 
were coming to take a view of his Army, 
he gave'orders that two Squadrons of his 
Body-Guards, and ſome other Squadrons 
of his Army, ſhould march up and at- 
tack them, whilſt the Body of his Army 
mov'd ſlowly © on. The King's Horſe 
ſoon put the Enemy to flight, kill'd ſe- 
veral that were ill mounted, and ſome 
they took Priſoners, who inform d che 
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King that Prince Arcas was marching 
up with his Army in very good order, 
being reſolved to give him Battle. The 
two Armies came in ſight of one another 
the next Day, but Night being near, they 
encamped in a fine ſpacious Plain, and 
there lay upon their Arms, waiting for 
the next day's Deciſion. The King of 
Numidia calld a Council of War, to de- 
termine how they ſhould attack the 
Enemy; one of the Generals was of the 
Opinion, that if they were to ſurprize 
them that Night, it wou'd put the Ene- 
my to ſo great a Confuſion, that they 
might get a compleat Victory. The King 
reply d, that he contemn d ſo. mean an 
Action, and thar the obſcure Night 
ſhou'd not deprive him of the pleaſure of 
ſeeing his Conqueſt in all its Glory.

| Prince A RCAS had reſolved to attack 
the Numidians the next morning at Break 
of Day, but finding they were in fo 
good order, alter d his Deſign, tho ſupe- 
riour in Number, with intention to re- 
treat to a more advantageous Camp. 
r The:

The Numidians obſerving their 2 
began the Attack with a deal N 
of Valour; and charging Jer right 
Wing with intrepid Courage, made them 
give way: which Prince Arcas obſerving, 
order'd them to be reliev'd by the ſe- 
cond Line, that they might hand time 
to rally; Which they did with a great 
deal of Bravery, and came to their on 
Ground, which they maintained with 
Reſolution and Courage: Their firm 
Reſiſtance animated the Numidiaus, who, 
charging the Enemy with Sword in hand, 

broke their Lines, and put them to an 

entire Rout. In this Attack the Arca- 
fans loſt above two thouſand Men, be- 
ſides a great Number taken Priſoners : 
their left Wing meeting with the ſame 
Fate as the right, gave the Numidians 

a compleat Victory. The Prince of Ar- 

cas receivd two dangerous Wounds, 

which the Prince of Serendip gave him 
with his Scimiter, and had 6, Bux kil- 
led him, if the Swiftneſs of his Horſe 
had not fav'd him from the Danger. 
The Arcafians loſt in all above ten 
3, thouſand Men, beſides Priſoners ; with 
all their Baggage and Treaſure, which 

was equally divided amongſt the King 

. of Numidia's Soldiers, who made uſe of 
009 Advantages he had over the Enemy, 
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by ordering ſeveral of their Towns to be 
beſieg d, which were ſoon taken, and. 
put the Country under Contribution. 

The Prince of Arcas finding he was not 
in a Condition to ſupport the War, made 
Propoſals of Peace; which the King of 
Numidia agreed to, upon Condition that 
he wou'd pay him a Million of Money 
as a yearly Tribute. This being ſtipu- 
lated, and agreed upon, the Towns they 

had taken were ſurrender'd up, after 
they had demoliſh'd the Fortifications, 

and other Places of Strength. ' Thus

 WurzrLsr the King of Numidia en- 

joys the Pleaſures of Conqueſt and Peace, 
and the Prince his Son the Sweets of 
gal Love, let us return to the King 
and Prince of Sarendip; who, thro their 
paternal Care to their Subjects, had gain- 
ed the univerſal Love and Eſteem of all 
the Kings and Princes who lay conti- 
guous to their Dominions : thoſe at a 
greater diſtance, ſent their Ambaſſadors 
to renew, or enter into an Alliance with 
theſe magnanimous Princes, who were 
often choſe as Arbitrators by the moſt.

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224 TheTravels and Adventures 
potent Kings to decide their Differences; 
which they did with ſo much Sagacity, 
that they - often prevented the - diſmal 
Effects of bloody Wars, and-preſferv'd 
at home the Pleaſures of a tranquil Peace.

TR Prince of Sarendip often viſited” 
the beautiful Celina, in whom he daily 
diſcover d new Charms and Perfections, 
her Judgment diſcerning, and a Sereni- 
ty of Mind, accompany'd with all the 
innocent Embelliſnments becoming the 
Fair Sex. He acquainted the King 
his Father with Celina's ineſtimable Vir- 
tues, and of his Reſolution to marry her. 
As the King had never ſeen her, he or- 
der*d her to be brought to him; who, 
having entertain'd her for ſome time, 
was ſurpriz'd at her Wit and Beauty, 
and found that what the Prince had 
ſaid in her favour, was juſtly due to 
her extraordinary Merits ; therefore op- 
poſed not their Marriage, but commend- 
ed the Prince in his choice of a Per- 
ſon that he look'd upon to be almoſt

This unjuſt 
Anſwer oblig'd the King of Sarendip to 
recall his Ambaſſador, and proclaim War 
againſt the Prince of Meros : for which 
s, and for

gave Orders for the Army to decamp, 
that he might come within fight of the 
Enemy by Break of Day; of which the 
Prince of Meroshad ſoon Intelligence, there- 
fore order'd his Army to form a Line of 
Battle.

Tur News gave ſo much Satisfac-

per, or whether he ſhould encamp upon 
the ſame Ground, that they might ex 
amine the Strength of the Enemy's Ar- 


my, and Artillery, and if they had any 


conceal 'd Ambuſcades, or any. part of 
their Camp inacceſſible. 'The laſt Advice 
was approv'd of as the beſt, therefore 
the Army encampd in the ſame order 
they were in. The Prince of Sarendip 
went with a ſtrong Detachment of Ho 
to ſurvey the Situation of a Plain that 
lay between the two Armies, which he 
look'd upon as a proper Place for the 
Field of Battle. At his Return, he call'd- 
a ſecond Council of War; and addreſ—- 
ſing himſelf to the Generals, told them, 
he thought there was no Occaſion for 
his making an Oration for what he had 
to offer, their Honour being a ſufficient 
Spur to their Duty; that he only requir'd 
they wou'd repreſent to the Army, that 
their Country's Glory, and their own, 
depended upon the Succeſs of the Bat- 
tle; that he wou'd ſay no more, conſi- 
dering them as gallant Men, but that theß 
would keep good Order and profound 
Silence, and be very exact and expedi- 
tious in executing the Orders they ſnou d 
receive; Battles being often loſt wn 8

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Neglect and ill Conduct, as Victories are 
often won by oppoſite Virtues. After 
which Diſcourſe (having animated his 
Officers) he recommended them to take 
ſome Refreſhments, and then their Reſt, 
to enable them to undergo the Fatigue

Tux Prince of Meros, who had not 
fortify d his Camp, lay all Night upon 
his Arms to prevent any Surprize, and 
to be ready to march from his Camp to 
the Place of Battle.

The Prince af Saren= 
dip's Army ſtood in ſuſpence, whether 
they ſhou'd retreat, or ſuffer. themſelves 
to be put to flight: at which Ina&ion 
the Prince came and headed his Troops, 
and behav'd himſelf with ſuch uncom- 
mon Courage, that, by his Example, his 
Soldiers reſum'd freſh Vigour, and cau- 
ſed the Enemy. to retreat. Ihe Prince 
of Meros, who was provided with arm'd : 
Chariots, gave Orders they ſhou'd be 
drove into the thickeſt of the Enemy s 
Horſe ; but it prov'd ineffe&ual, Prince + 
Sarendip having order d his Horſe to be 
cover'd with Troops arm'd with Javelins, 
who wounded the Horſes that drew 
the Chariots, and ſeizing their Bridles, 
ſlew their Drivers, and ſo prevented any 
further Miſchief: and, obſerving their 
right Wing to continue obſtinate, order 

a general Attack to be made there 
with Foot and Horſe, "which they ſoon 
obey'd, by giving unanimous Shouts of 
Victory; and falling upon the thickeſt 
of the Enemy's » Squadrons,” where the 
Prince of Meros happen*d to be in Per- 
fon, who was oblig'd to fly with his 
Body Guards, or had been taken Priſoner, 
gave a general Rout ; and thoſe that 
couꝰ d not make their Eſcape, were 3

kill'd or taken Priſoners. In this Bat- 
_ tle the Prince of Mevos loſt above twenty 
thouſand of his beſt Men, beſides all his 
Bag and Baggage, and the Treaſure of 
his Army, which was equally divided 
between the victorious Soldiers. It was 
judg'd that Prince Meres had been kill'd 
in battle, his Helmet and Buckler being 
found in the Army; but afterwards it

Tn» Prince of Sarendip i2'd him- 
ſelf in the Battle, with all the Conduct 


and Bravery of a great Captain, by giv-+ 
ing Orders, without "Confuſion, where 
he found they were neceſlary, and ſee- 
ing them executed in their proper Sta- 
tions. Theſe are the Actions of a great 
General, who is truly ſpirited with the 
Glory of Conqueſts, and conſults the 
Honour of Laurels, or the ſhameful NDiſ- 
grace of being conquer'd. 


Tn Prince of Sarendip reſolv'd. to 
carry on the Advantage he had over 
— Src therefore march'd with his 
victorious Army into the Dominions of 
the Prince of Meros, where he beſieg'd 
ſeveral Towns, and ſeiz d the Province 
that was unjuſtly kept from his Royal 

| 5 Father. 
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Father. The Prince of Meres: retir'd, 
not daring to hazard another Battle; and 
obſerving what a Torrent of Misfortunes 
were likely to enſue, made Propoſals of 
Peace; which were agreed upon con- 
ditionally, that the Towns that were 
taken ſhou'd remain in the King of Sa- 
rendip's Poſſeſſion, for the Expence of the 
War. This being ended, the Prince af 
Sarendip gave the Government of the 
Province to a brave General named Ar- 
Janez,, who'behav'd himſelf gallantly in 
the Battle, and placed other Officers ac- 
cording to their Merits in the Cities and 
'Towns belonging to that Province, leav- 
ing proper Officers, and well approy d 
Soldiers, to ſecure the Gariſon Towns 
that were deliver d up to him for the 
Expences of the War. He ſtaid ſome 
time with the reſt of his Army, to aſſiſt 
in repairing the City Walls and Fortifi- 
cations that were damag'd, when be- . 
ſieg d by his Army: after which, he 
march'd to Sarendip, where he was re- 
ceiv'd with Tears of Joy, by the good 
old King his Father. The Subjects 
crown'd him with Laurels, and erected 
Trophies, with learned Inſcriptions de- 
dicated in honour of his heroick Actions. 
'The Princeſs his Spouſe beheld him with 
an Extaſy of Pleaſure, which the Prince 


per- 
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perceiving, eagerly . flew. into her Arms, 
they both melting with all, the feeling 
Raptures of mutual Love, being but the 
natural Effects that Abſence produces to 
diſtant Lovers poſſeſs d with reciprocal 
Paſſions. The Heavens ſeem'd pleaſed 
at their innocent and unchangeable Love,

Infant in a 
Continuation of a pentect Health: for 
which end, they made ſeveral Vows to 
their favourite Deities. The Court in 
general gave the greateſt Marks of their 
Satisfaction, by keeping the moſt magni- 
ficent Entertainments for eight Days ſuc- 
ceſſively; in which were expended the 
moſt delicate Meats, and at Night they 
took the Pleaſure of Balls, and other 
Sports, after their Country manner. 
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Fax Prince, to vary his Pleaſures, 
oftentimes took the Diverſion of Hunt- 
ing, where he met with an extraordinary 
Adventure, which well deſerves to be 
taken notice of. Being out in the Foreſt 
in purſuit of Game, he happen'd to be 
a, confiderable diſtance from his Com- 
pany ; and hearing a moſt terrible roar- 
ing of a Lion, which ſeem'd to be in a 
more complaimng manner, than if he 
had been in purſuit of Prey; made up 
to the. place from whence the Noiſe 
came, being naturally prone to generous” 
Actions: and riding into a little green 
| Spot, which lay berween ſome lofty Ce-. 
dars, there, to his great Surprize, he 
ſaw a moſt prodigious Serpent, which 
had interlaid itſelf about a Lion's Legs 
and Body, which render'd him de- 
fenceleſs, and with his envenom'd fork- 
ed 'Tongue, attempted the Lion's. De- 
ſtruction. The Prince, concern'd at 
the apparent Danger that noble Beaſt | 
was in, (not conſidering that, by freeing . 4 
him, he left it in his power to be his 
Deſtroyer) attack'd the Serbian with his 


Scimiter; and fortunately hitting him 
twice over the Neck in the ſame place, pf 
cut off his Head, without hurting the 
Lion. That princely Beaſt finding * | , 
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ſelf freed, came to his Preſerver, and 
laid himſelf down. gently at his Feet, 
which he lick'd as a Mark of Gratitude ; 
following the Prince when he went a- 
way, and kept cloſe to him, ſeeming to 
infer an Acknowledgement to his gene- 
rous Defender, not departing from him 
wWhere-ever he went, as the faithful Dog 
his Maſter, without offering the lea 
hurt to any body. The Prince went to 
Court, and his faithful Servant after him, 
which gave room to every body's Surprize 
at the Lion's Familiarity; but they were 
much more aſtoniſh'd, when acquainted. 
with the real Story. The noble Beaſt 
obſerving his Maſter to careſs the young 
Prince, when he went to viſit him, laid 
himſelf down at the foot of the Cradle, 
as if he wou'd be his Guardian, 'The 
Prince going away, call'd him to him; 
ſo rouzing himſelf, turn'd about, and 
looking wiſhfully at the Royal Infant, 
wagg d his Tail, as if he took pleaſure. 
in beholding him. Strange Inſtruction 
of Nature, which ſhames Mankind in 
giving the noble Lion for a Precedent of 
Gratitude ! which ſhews that when the

never forget their BenefaRors : whereas 
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Mankind ſtifle the very Thoughts of an 
Acknowledgment, to prevent a juſt Re- 
morſe.

Tus Court and People were enjoying 
a perfect Happineſs, when it was inter- 
rupted by a ſudden Change, which caus d 
a general Concern throughout the whole 
Kingdom. The King fell dangerouſly 
ill, and the moſt eminent Phyſicians cou d 
not find out the chief Cauſe of his Ma- 
lady, but were all of different Opinions, 
and preſcribed different Remedies ; which 
contributed, in a great meaſure, to haſten 
the King's Death, who declin'd daily 
in health ; and his Diſtemper was look'd 
upon as incurable, which gave the great- 
Concern to the Prince, wiſhing for

Af 
ter which time, his Diſtemper grew dai- 
ly worſe, without making any Impreſ- 
fion on his Judgment, or altering that 
Firmneſs of Mind he was always Maſter 
of: but finding himſelf at the laſt Ex- 
tremity, he ſpoke to the Prince in theſe

Wr1tsr the King ſpoke, the Prince's 
Eyes were bathed in Tears, and his 
Heart was ready to break with Grief, 
at the Thoughts of lofing ſo good a 
Father: All. thoſe that were preſent, 
gave the greateſt Marks of Concern, for 
the loſs of ſo great, ſo generous, and ſo 
juſt a King.

| ſure to his Requeſt. After that Reſolve, 
he preſented the Princeſs his Daughter 
to him, who was ſtanding upon the up- 
permoſt Scep to the Throne. The Am- 
baſſador receiv'd her with profound 
Submiſſion, and told her, that the King, 
his Maſter, having heard of her Charms 
of Wit and Beauty, had ſent him to de- 
mand her in Marriage, and marry her 
by Proxy.

different Species ; the Window-Curtains 
were made of the richeſt Tiſſue, lined 
with Crimſon Velvet, and ſet with the 
richeſt Oriental Pearls ; ; the Bed was no- 
thing inferiour in Richneſs, the Frame 
being made of the fineſt Ebony, inlaid 
curiouſly with Gold and Silver, and ſup- 
ported by four Lions, cut out of Chry- 
ſtal; the Curtains were of Cloth of 
Gold, lined with a Perſian Silk, worked 
in a moſt curious manner; the Teaſter 


Was in a pyramidal Form, cover d and 
— lined 
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lined with the richeſt Brocades of diffe- 
rent Fancies; the Quilt was moſt cu- 
riouſly worked by ſeveral Veſtal Vir- 
gins; the Floor of that Royal Chamber 


was cover'd with, a Carpet of a prodi- 


gious Beauty and Richneſs, repreſenting 
ſeveral B rds in all their proper Colours, 
as natural as if living ; the Chair in 
which the King fat, was made of a Wood 
call'd Calambou, the Portugueze call it 
Aquila, and the Japoneze buy it at the 


extravagant Price of forty Crowns a 


Pound, becauſe of its Rarity and odori- 
ferous Smell, which far exceeds that of 
Amber. 'That Royal Seat was raiſed a- 
bout a Foot and a half from the Ground,

WHT1LSrT that Prince enjoy'd the 
agreeable Pleaſures of Conjugal Love, 
there happen'd a very pleaſant Adventure 
to one of his Gentlemen, whoſe Name 
was Erugueram, a Babylowan by Birth; 
he had all the Advantages that could be 
requir'd to ſucceed in any Amour, his 
Perſon being very agreeable, and his 
Wit of an inſinuating nature: his Con- 
verſation was ſo pleaſant and diverting, 
that his Company was coveted by moſt 
of the Ladies, when any Party of Plea- 
ſure was propos'd. As he was favour- 
ably receiv'd by the Fair Sex, his good 
Fortune was much envy'd by his own, 
judging, that his Sighs were not fruit- 
leſs, and that he receiv'd repeated Fa- 
vours when he made any Addreſſes in 
Love. In the number' of his good Qua» 
lities, he had a very bad one, which was 
his Indiſcretion and Inconſtancy ; and if 
the leaſt Favour was granted him that 
exceeded Modeſty, he took a ſeeret Plea- 
ſure in expoſing it.
